During the past year the Perry County Health Department 
has conducted several major programs, with various related ac- 
tivities, designed to meet your health needs. 

The following report highlights and summarizes our services 
aimed at the prevention and control of disease and the promo- 
tion of good health Our programs emphasize the prevention and 
control of communicable disease through immunizations and san 
itary living conditions. They stress good health for mothers and 
children and the control of tuberculosis, heart disease, veneral 
disease and mental health, among other things. 

As a part of our total effort to promote good health, during 
the past year, a public health nutritionist was added to our staff 
to provide consultation and service in nutrition. 

For the coming year, you will be interested to know that 
the Perry County Board of Health has approved the use of 
measles vaccine. When it becomes available, we will give you 
notice. — Currently, the Health Department is participating in 
the State-Wide Vaccination Assistance Program, which empha- 
sizes locating and immunizing all children under five years of 
age against polio, D. P T , and smallpox, with special stress on 
getting tin* primary immunizations to all babies under one com- 
pleted.

Hindman's Summer Recreation Project Finished 



Tuesday was the final day of an 8-week, fcderally- 
ifinanced summer recreation project in four counties, sponsored 
by the Hindman Settlement School. 

Sixteen paid supervisors, most of them high school and 
college students, have worked with about 3.UU0 mountain 
youngsters in 48 communities in Kt olt, Perry, Leslie and Let- 
cher Counties, leading a variety of group activities that exposed 
tlie boys and girls to new and broadening experiences. 

Working in pairs, thc supervisors visited two communities 
each day, four days a week, where they were met by out-of- 
school boys and girls with little to do According to the parti- 
cular talents of the workers, the children were led in such ac- 
tivities as organized athletics, group singing, story telling, na- 
ture study, working with crafts, and hiking and camping. 

Thursday evenings were set aside for camping trips, us- 
ually away from ihe home neighborhood to stale parks like 
Jenny Wiley, Kingdom Conic, Natural Bridge and Buckhorn. 
With kids from 48 neighborhoods eager to camp, most only 
gut to go one time. But the out numbered workers who took 
tin-in probably ”ot enough camping tins summer to last them 
a while: 8 times in 8 weeks, sometimes in spile of rain. 

Two weeks of vigorous activity gave the workers a good 
deal to talk about when they got together for staff meetings 
every other Friday. At these they shared personal experiences, 
discussed problems, and plans, made out reports and traded 
anecdotes.
